With- 
in a year Tennis solid’ the animal to E. 
Brown. Brown disposed of it to B. Ol- 
son. Saunders decided to foreciose his 
mortgage and went out in search of the 
tie found it after much diffi- 
culty in the possession of Olson and 
tovK bi inte custody.

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Pugilist of Yankee Parentage Tells Why His Claims Must Be 
Considered—All the Old Title-Holders Are 


Going Back in Form. 


Specia] to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 2%.—Marvin 
Hart, upon whom James J. Jeffries be- 
stowed his title of heavyweight cham- 
pion of the prizering, declares that he 
is going to prove that he is a new type 
of American champion. 

“IT am thoroughly American,” said 
Hart yesterday. ‘My father, Samuel 
Hart, was born in Pennsylvania, and, 
antil his death in his seventy-eighth 
yeaT, was noted for his strength and 
fearlessness. My mother was a Ken- 
tuckian, tall and muscular, and lived 
to be more than 70 years old. My 
ancestors were in the War of the Revo- 
llution; still others of them helped pre- 
serve the Union, and some of my neor 
relatives were in the battle.of San 
Juan Hill. 

‘As a boy I could whip any of the 
youngsters of my age and in wrestling 
I could handle larger lads than myself. 
As I grew older I became interested in 
fighting, and I studied the champions 
as they developed. There was Sulli- 
van, the son of Irish parents; Corbett's 
parents were Irish, and Fitzsimmons 
was born in England. Then came 
Jeffries. an Ohioan by birth, but halled 
as the wonder from California. 

“T am the first championship pugilist 
from the South. The East, West and 
North have had champions, but I am 
going to do my best to retain the hon- 
or. Being 2 Kentuckian, and the son 
of distinctly American parents and a 
fighter, not a boxer, I feel as if I am 
justified in styling myself a new type 
of American pusilist.”’ 

Hiart thinks his next opponent will be 
Mike Schreck of Cincinnatl However 
he is more anxious to meet Bob Fitz- 
simmons, who was to have fouch' 


Schreck at Salt Lake City. Hart { 
ready to fight anybody and will leave 
here soon for San Franci-co. 
“Corbett, Fitzsimmons and Jeffries 
are great pugilists,”” said Hart, “hut

must not be overlooked,.I am not a’ 
my best yet and I feel myse'f improv.

Hart was born 29 years ago in 
Jefferson County, near Louisville. <A 
iS he left school to become a plumbers 
apprentice. Three yeurs ago he mar- 
|Tied Miss Florence Ziegler. Hart own 
‘a farm, 18 miles trom Louisvi.le, on 
the Beardstown Pike, and he Ssuperin- 
tends its cultivation. One of his ho>b- 
bies is raising Plymouth Rock chick- 
ens. 

Hart’s beginning as a pugilist dates 
back seven years. One Sunday after- 
noon, at William Weber's ¢sa.00n, Alt 
Wogan and Broadway in this chy, h> 
seconded a youthful amateur, and 
iarts ooy -~won. After the figat Pe.er 
Roser said he had $100 to wager that h 
could name a man who could defeat 
any amateur in the East End. Webe 
accepted the challenge on behalf o 
M rvin Hart and bet Roser $75 on the 
Side that Hart wou!d win. 

Roser’s choice was Joseph Elichen- 
bevger. Eichenberger engaged William 
Schiller to train him and Hart em- 
ployed Charles Slusher, who was at 
that time a local boxer. In truining 
Schiller knocked out Eichenterg r, who 
announced his retirement from te ring, 
Hart agreed to fight Schiller, althoug’h 
Schiller weighed 19) pounds and Hart

The men fought a second time 
a few weeks later and Schiller was beat- 
en in four rounds. 

Hart had been taking boxing lessons 
from ;Prof. Gearhardt. at _ that time 
physical instructor at the Young Men's 
Hebrew Association, and he kent: him- 
self in good condition by playing iett- 
end for the Louisville Athletic Club 
football team. 

Charles Meisner. who. while in the 
reguiar army had whipped all the sol- 
diers who thought they could fight, was 
Hart's next opponent. and Hart won 
in one round. “Austr°lian Tommy” Wil- 
liams came to T.ouisvi'le, and on May 
10, 1990, he was knocked out by Hart in 
two rounds 

Next Hart whioped Al Weinig in I 
rounds, and he followed up this victory 
by beating “Australian Jimmy’ Ryan 
in eight rounds 

Until. Hart boxed Tommy 
March 29, 1, he rever fought 
Marquis of Queensberry rules. 

When thev had met to sign articles 
West asked that Queensberry rules gov- 
ern.

West took hold 
of Hart and tllustrated the rules.

McAuliffe went over with Sullivan, but 
Dixon was picked up on the other side. 
The former chocolate-colored wonder 
was in sore financial straits and Sulli- 
van proved his good angel. He went to 
England three years azo, when he was 
considered about all in over here. He 
Wus successful aguinst the Britishers 
when in the ring, but failed to reap the 
much-desired harvest of dollars, the d!re 
need of which caused him to cross the 
pond. 


John L. Sullivan, McAuliffe and Dixon 
are the three ideal champions of ring 
chronicles. None of the trio ever refused 
to enter the ring with any opponent, and 
each always had a nice bunch of mone y 
for the man who could stay four rounds. 
In addition the tours of each were billed 
six weeks ahead with the offers to me et 
ail comers a feature, in order to give the 
aspirants for honors a chance to train 

in this manner each of these men oft- 
en clashed several times a week. The 
instances where the forfeit money was 
pulled down could be counted on one 
hand. If it is true that there are more 
§00d men in pugilism today than former- 
ly, then there is some slight excuse for 
the stay-at-home methods of the present 
champs. O.d-timers will dispute this 
Claim, however, and it is certain that 
there never was such a dearth of heavy- 
weight material as at present.

Sullivan and McAuliffe were the two 
fighteis who stood straight on their feet 
and who delivered a straight punch 
with elther hand. And in each mitt 
there lurked a sleep-producing quality 
that boded il] for the men on whose 
anatomies it landed. There was n° 
crouch or doubiing up for them. S8ui- 
livan almost knocked oul his opyonenis 
with such ridiculous ease that the:e was 
often a cry of fake. 

Then it was that the old gladiator 
would stoop, caich his prostrate ow 
onent In the middie and hoid his limp 

y up for inspection. Su.livan prvuv- 
abviy reaped a bigger profit in meeting 
ail comers than in any other manner. 
His offer of $1000 to the man he fatied 
to stop in four rounds was sufficiently 
‘uring to secure him opponents in al- 
most every city his show company vis- 
ited. The announcement of ihe com- 
ing of the champion and his offer pre- 
ceded him six weeks, and in that time 
the woods were beaten for likely men to 
Opvose him. He met big men and iittle, 
all of the iocality champions of his 
time, and ail of them were bowled over 
in the same easy fashion. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he 
posted what his opponents viewed as a 
emall fortune as a foifeit, it was the 
invariable rule for the Bosion boy to 
tilfie with the men facing him, until 
they and their friends thought they were 
world beaters and he a sucker. By that 
time all the bettors had put up a! of 
their own money and all they could ob- 
tain from f.iiends and relatives, and Sui- 
livan was ready to break the lilusion. 

When his opponent thought he was 
unmercifully whipping the champion, 
SulLivan would put forth his jaw in such 
a tanta izing manner as to call forth 
a vicious swipe at thai vital point. The 
blow would never land, however, as Su’- 
livan, standing-straight and flat-footed, 
would brush it aside. A straight smash 
to the jaw would do the rest and the 
ambitious fourth-:aters who saw visions 
of wealth and a championship woud 
wonder how it all hapvened. The fol- 
lowing explanation from a big Texan 
was common in the prime of Sullivan: 

“] was ticked ha'f to death and was 
telling myse.f what a foo) I had been fo 
not finding out sooner that I was a 
cham, ion. I was just getting ready to 
lick bim good when somehow ak at.once 
my light went out. I can't tel) how it 
happened, but | was awfuly surprised.”’

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A COMFORTABLE BICYCLE. 

A novel bicycle has been built tn London, which 
has been pronounced “as comfortable as a rocking 
chair’ and which shows remarkable mechanical in- 
genuity. This new machine is fitted with an anti- 
vibrating easy chair-like saddle which affords won- 
derful rehef to a tired back and which proves a lux- 
ury when coasting down long hills. The ladies’ ma- 
chines are meeting with particular favor. They are 
of exactly the same construction as-are the machines 
built for the men. 

Besides the chair-like saddle, the machine has an- 
other linprovement.

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A SLIDING BOAT, 

The fact that a stone can skim the water if its 
flat surface strikes squarely has recently been put in 
practice in the construction of a sliding boat by a 
French inventor. This invention, by M. de Lambert, 
is describea in a recent number of ‘La Nature”’ of 
I'aris, by M. Daniel Billet, who says that the fric- 
tion which is present when the De Lambert boat 
siides over the water is very slight, and the power 
which is necessary in order to make the boat glide 
is not high. When the boat is at rest it is supported 
by floats. 

The buat constructed by M. de Lambert has a total 
length of 20 feet, with a width of 10 feet between 
the inclined planes on which it slides. The boat has 
parallel floats resembling certain Asiatic canoes. The 
two floats are very narrow and are united by cross- 
pieces, partly of wood and partly of aluminum, a 
metal which has been used to a large extent in the 
consiruction of the boat because of its slight weight. 
The motor used is a De Dion-Bouton of 12 horse- 
power, but the essential parts of the boat are fixed 
sliding planes, adjusted under the boat at carefully 
regulated distances from each other. These planes, 
which are made of wood, are immersed to a depth 
of several centimeters when the boat is at rest, and 
they are inclined at.an angle which has been de- 
cided on after wide experimentation. The total 
weight of the boat is about 1200 pounds, but In order 
to move this weight it requires a motor of only 12 
horsepover, while in the case of automobile boats 
the motors are 60, 80 and even 100 horsepower.

Fresno, Los 
Angeles and other cities are operated by the power of 
mountain streams. 

Already hydro-electric energy has invaded San

Ing the entire street transit system of this city will 
be operated by the electrically transmitted power of 
mountain streams. 

Ilydro-electtic energy furnishes the power to run 


shipyards, flour gillls, mines, canning factories, gold |- 


dredges. It tHuminates cities, pumps water for irri- 
Sition purposes, furnished power for the manufacture 
of ice ard to heat buildings in far-away localities; 
't propels machinery of all kinds, runs drills in 
mines, illuminates shafts, tunnels, cross-cuts and 
stopes. operates hoists to conduct men and materials 
to and from lower levels, and runs fans to keep the 
mine dry. 

The use of the water for power production does not 
consume one drop of the fluid, but only the energy 
furnished by tts falls. Thus trrigation and the devel- 
opment of electric energy go hand in hand, and 
whenever the resources for irrigation are tapped a 
donble return for the capital employed is obtained 
through the Installation of electric power transmis- 
sion plants 

Imagive u perpendicular column of water 1950 feet 
high, 26 inches in diameter at the top and 24 inches 
in diameter at the bottom. Such a column of water 
is not altogether fanciful. 

What is known as the Mill Creek plant, 10 miles 
from Redlands, Cal., operates under a head of 1950 
feet. which is higher than that of any other power 
plent in the United States. The pressure pipe is in 
reality 8000 feet long, but the point at which the 
water enteres is 1960 feet above the nozzile where the 
water strikes the waterwheel.. 

Llhis littl column of water, which if liberated would 
be just about enough to make a good trout stream.

As the water strikes the 
buckets of the waterwheel it has a pressure of 850 
pounds to the square inch. The average locomotive 
carres steam at a pressure of 190 to 200 pounds to the 
square inch. 


ALUMINUM PAPER. 

Aluminum paper is now manufactured in Germany 
and recommended as a substitue for tin foil. It is not 
the so-called leaf aluminum, but real paper coated 
with powdered aluminum, and is said to possess very 
favorabie qualities for preserving articles of food. 
for which it is used as a covering. Chemical analy- 
sis has preven that aluminum paper contains but 
few foreign substances; occasionally it may contain 
up to 2 per cent or iron, but never any arsenic or 
other poiscnous metals. Hence it appears that the 
powdered aluminum used for the manufacture of 
aluminum paper is relatively pure. The paper used 
is a sort of artificial parchment, obtained through 
the. action of sulphuric acid upon ordinary paper. 
Tha sheets are spread out and covered upon one 
site with a thin coating of a solution of resin in al- 
cohol or ether. Evaporation is precipitated through 
a current of air and the paper is warmed until the 
resin has again become soft. Then powdered alumi- 
num is sprinkled upon it and the paper subjected to

sioners and to have them escape detec- 
tion for more than 18 months, during 
which they were considered as repre- 
penting a value of more than $100,00v.

Congress of Esperanio,, the new ‘‘uni- 
versal language,” was that it can 
scarcely become a literary vehicle, even 
though it might fill a commercial void. 
This fact stood out when the Esper- 
anto translation of Moliere’s ‘Forced 
Marriage’ was acted at the Theater 
Municipal. The actual result was a 
monotonous cadence, regularly rising 
and falling, and producing a desire to 

sleep. 

This sing-song effect is strongly 
marked throughout the Esperanio lan- 
guage, not only in speeches and reci- 
tations, but in ordinary: conversation. 
It is the outcome of the perfections of 
the tongue, and does not militate in the 
least against its utility. 


Rules Without Exceptions. 

The very rules which make Esperanto 
easy to learn make it monotonous to 
listen to. For instance all nouns end in 
all adjectives in ‘‘a,”’ all adverbs 
(derived) in ‘‘e,”’ and all plurals in ‘‘j.” 

All verbs are regular; there is only 
one conjugation; there is not a solitary . 
exception to a single rule; and in pro- 
nounciation the accent always comes 
on the penultimate syl.able. Conse- | 
quently, although most of the words, 
considered individually, have a bold 
and dignified sound, in the aggregate 
they are not pleasant to the ear.

The 
report reached District Attorney Jerome 
this afternoon that the man was seen 
in that vicinity within the week and 
that he cagried on his marrying pre- 
gram right up to the time his career 

was first exposed. 

Dr. George A. Witzhoff, well-dressed, 
easy-mannered, kind, considerate and 
light-hearted, a fluent talker, with 
money to spend and a willingness to 
spend it, appeared at dance halls on 
the Upper West Side five years agu. He 
was the sort of man the giris who at- 
tend these dances like. He danced well, 
and his dress wag so much better than 
the dress of the average man who fre- 
quents public dance halls that it was 
considered a compliment to be geen 
with him. 

His mustache was always curled and 
he wore his eyeglasses as though he 
were a student. Then, too, he never 
drank to excess—if he ever drank at 
all. He was indeed a Beau Brumme!l 
in every dance hall he frequented. 


Name Not Recalled, 


Those who recall the dashing Witz- 
hoff these days don't recall] just what 
name he used. At times he was ealle‘4 
Dr. Witzhoff, then he was called just 
plain Mr. Weston or Dr. Munson. To 
some he was known as Mr. Whitman; 
to others Dr. Whitman. 

Witzhoff represented to many that he 

was a physician; others learned that he 
was a chemist, others that he was em- 
ployed In the Thomas Edison factory in 
New Jersey.

The convention applauded to the echo 
when a councilman from the city of 
San Juan, Mr. Rivero, one time a cap- 
tain of artillery in the Spanish army, 
and the Mayor of Arecibo, Mr. Aviles, 
in a sensational speech, attacked the 
administration, denouncing the Ameri- 
can method of governing the Island of 
Porto Rico and the American men in 
charge of insular affairs. 

The memorial to Congress sweepingly 
attacks the Foraker act and asks Con- 
g@rets to amend it as follows: 


Memorial to Congress. 

1. That the House of Deiegates shall 
continue as at present to be elected by 
popular suffrage and to be composed of 
thirty-five members. 

2. That instead of the Executive 
Council there shall be constituted an 
ecctive insular Benate composed of 14 
Senators, two to each of the seven dis- 
tricite of the island, 

3%. That these two bodies shall poss:ss 
the legislative power granted by the 
law of April 12, 1300, to the Legislative 
Assenibly of Porto Rico. 

4, That the five departments now ex- 
istest shall continue, |. e., of the Attor- 
ncy-General, the Treasurer, the Auditor, 
the Commissioners of Education and of 
the Interior. 

6. That the heads of these five de- 
partments shall be appointed by tu 
Governor of Vorto Rico, with the con- 

“gent of the Insular Senate. 

These amendments would, of course, 
secure absolute native control and 
would make the Governor a figurehead 
and his appointing power a joke. The

The President is known to have 
marked to an intimate friend on board 
the Sylph at the maneuvers of the tcr- 
pedo boat Plunger this morning that 
he had less hope than ever before for 
the realization of his desires for peace.

The President stated that Russia's final 
proposition was of such a nature that | 


there was little hope that Japan would 
accede to it, and that he now had Iicss 
hope of a successful termination of tae 
peace endeayors than at any time since 
the opening of the conference. 

This remark, read in the light of pos 
itive knowledge as to the receipt of a 
long cable message this morning d:rect 
to the President from Ambassador 
Meyer leads to the belief here that the 


Czar has forwarded his final 
tion, from which there will be no re- 
cession and that this proposition, while 
containing certain further concessions, 
does not yet go far enough to meet Ja- 
pun's indemnity ultimatum. 

The Czar's proposition is said to em- 
hody a willingne 3s to give up the north- 
ern part of Sakhalin Island to Japan 
and pay a sum of money for the muin- 
tenance of Russian prisoners in Japan, 
but ends with a reiteration of Russia's 
steadfast refusal to pay one kopeck for 
indemnity. It is not - known just how 
large a sum of money the Czar ts will- 
ing to pay under the ‘‘maintenance of 
prisoners’ expense item, but In the light 
of the President’s remark mide t day 
it appears certain that this amount c:n- 
not be sufficiently large to constitute 
an indemnity in a disguised form. 

The President was made fully aware 
of Japan's ultimatum on the indemnity 
proposition and his remark made today 
of losing hope is regarded here as re- 
flecting the most ores outlook.

Woman Wore Masculine Garb 
and Was Reported Dead 
Here in 1898,

Certain it is that Stephen Lockwood's 
name was forged to.a check for $3, 
and the money realized upon it. Equal y 
certain, it is said, is it that the forgery 
was committed by either Ellis Glenn or 
her brother. The authorities of Leeper 
are certain that the forgery was com- 
mitted by Ellis Glenn, who they think 
has returned to the masculine garb she 
wore f'n Tllinois and St. Louis several 
years ago, and ~which she wore so well 
that neither man or woman discovered 
her secret until after she was con- 


tiary at Chester where the secret she 
had so zealously guarded was secr.t no 
longer. 

The authorities in Parkersburg, West 
Virginia, where Ellis Glenn has _ re- 
sided é¢ver since she was freed from 
the laws demands, and where she per- 
plexed both the State and Federal 
courts as to her identity, say it cannot 
pe she who is now held here. It may 
be her brother, they say. 

‘However, they admit that the likeness 
between brother and sister ts go re- 
markable that the person they have 
known all along as Elbert may be E lis, 
and that Ellis may have been in Michi- 
gan and committed the crime accused. 

In any event the authorit'es in both 
places see before them a repetition of 
he long legal contest todecide wheter 
as Ellis Glenn she cornmitted the crime 
or as Elbert Glenn he committed the 
rime. And the authorities in West 
Virginia are loath to make the arrest 
as requested by the Michigan authori- 
ties until they are settled on ths 
point. ‘ 


Ellis Glenn became famous a _ few 
months after she dropped unannounced 
into Hillsboro Montgomery County, Lil., 
in 1898. She was garbed as a man, and 
successfuliy palmed herself off as a 
man. She was a sewing machine agent, 
and worked with “mucsh succes. 
th:oughout that community. 

She became acquainted with James 
Duke, a wealthy farmer, and his two 
daughters—Ella and Nellie. Gienn made 
a good appearance and paid ardent 
court to Ella. They became engaged, 
and Farmer Duke was pleased. 

Then came Ellis Glenn’s downfall. 
Forgery thenas charged now, was di- 
rect.y responsible Two checks were 
forged for $2000 each. The victims were 
two brothers. One always signed all 
papers himself. The other signed only 
notes and checks. All correspondence 
was signed by his daughter. 

Glenn wrote letters to each of the 
brothers and received replies. He suc- 
cessfully forged one of the checks, but 
when he copied the signature of the 
other and presented it at the bank it 
failed to pass muster. He was arrested 
and putin jail. His prospective father- 
in-law baied him out. His trouble made 
no difference with Ella’s affections. 
Glenn pressed his suit with more ardor 
than ever, if possible. The date for the 
wedding was not changed. 

A few days before the wedding he 
went to St. Louls. A few days later a 
letter signed “‘T. H. Terry’’ announced 
that Glenn had been drowned in the 
river at St. Louis. Miss Duke instituted 
an investigation, seeking Terry. and 
this finally led to his arrest In Paducah, 
Ky., and when the Illinois authorities 
went for him he was promotly identl- 
fled as Glenn. He was taken to Hills- 
boro, pleaded guilty to forgery, and was 
given an indeterminate term in the 
Chester Penitentiary. Here her sex was 
discovered, and before she should be 
placed in the Jo‘iet Penitentiary she was 
taken to Parkersburg. W. Va., where 
another charge of forgery was stand- 
ing against her. 

That case dragged for two years, both 
in the Federal and State courts, and 
the question as to whether the defend- 
ant was Eliis or Elbert Glenn, and 
whether she was a man or he was a 
woman, was the stumbling block for 
courts and juries.

IMPURE MILK {S 
FOUGHT BY CITY 


Nineteen Deaths at Springfield 
in One Month Results in 
Drastic Measures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 2%.—The 
fight that is being made by the city 
health authorities against the use of 
formaldehyde as a milk preservative 
promises to produce startling results. 

Several physicians who are back of 
the city in its fight on the adulteration 
are of the opinion that the increase in 
the mortality rate among babies results 
directly from impure milk fed to the in- 
fants. There were nineteen deaths 
among infants in Springfield last month, 
the number being twice as great as in 
the month of July of the previous year. 

City Health Inspector Sutton asserts 
that he has evidence that one family 
made arrangements with a milkman 
now under arrest to furnish pure milk 
for the special purpose of feeding an in- 
fant which died recently. 

Following tests made by Dr. Blanke- 
meyer, state chemist, assisted by Dr. 
A. B. Eustale of Chicago, five arrests 
have been made. The defendants are 
F. E. Shuster, Conrad Wirth, A. B. 
Nokes, A. Mueller and C. W. Townsley. 
All are charged with adulterating their 
product with formaldehyde. 

Bach dealer insists he is innocent of 
the charge, but the health authorities 
declare they have proof of the guilt of 
all of them.

BIG CORN CROP 


Iowa Farmers, on Advice of 
Agriculture Expert, Planted 
Carefully Adjusted Quanti- 
ties of Live Seed in Each Hill. 


PROMPTED BY PLATFORM 
TALKS OF PROF.HOLDEN 


Railroads Operated Special 
Trains to Carry the Theo- 
retic Farmer About the State 
That He Might Expound His 
Theories. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SIOUX CITY, le., Aug. 2.—If there 


is no killing frost in Iowa until after 
the first week in September, an idea 
by a college professor will have added 
§0,000,000 bushels to lowa's corn yield 
and given the State a 400,000,000 bushel 
crop, the biggest in its history. That 
luwa farmers will make $30,000000 thi: 
year as a result of heeding the advice 
of a little black-whiskered man who 
receives $2500 a year for teaching ag- 
ronomy in the lowa State Coilege, is 
the prediction of Northwestern and Illi- 
nois Central Railroad officials, who 
have obtained weekly reports of the 
corn crép in lowa throughout the sea- 
son. , 

This apparently magical achievement 
must be credited very largely to Prof. 
P. G. Holden of Ames, who came for- 
ward three years ago with the state- 
ment that’ lowa farmers were not get- 
ting more than wo-thirds of the pos 
sible corn crop for the reason that the: 
did not put more than two-thirds 
enough corn in the ground to grow. 
Farmers ignored his advice, but rail- 
roads didn't. Last spring the Burline- 
ton, Rock Island, Northwestern, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul and Hlinois Central 
railroads spent about $10,000 each on 
special trains, from which Prof. Holden 
delivered platform talks at over half 
the towns of the State. This time the 
farmers listened. They adjusted their 
planters, classified their seed corn ac- 
ccrding to size so that three and one- 
third grains would go into each hill, 
tested their ears of corn to find if the 
eeed was alive, and awaited results. 

“I have made a personal inspection 
of the Iowa corn flelds and, consequent- 
ly, am. able to state positively that the 
stand is very much better than eve) 
before,’ said Prof. Holden. “My esti- 
mate is that the lowa corn yield this 
year will be 400,000,000 bushels.’ 

Railroads report that they have found 
that abvut 20 per cent of the gain in 
the prospective corn yield is due to the 
work af the Ames enthusiast.

Grain at Low Prices and 
Hold Up Market. 


PLAYING WITH EXPORT 


Speculators Must Soon Come to 
His Terms or He to 
Theirs. 


The farmer ts the big bull in the 
wheat market at present. His is the 
hand behind the cash wheat and unless 
he weakens—and elevator men and 
country buyers who visit the St. Louis 
market say that is not expected—the 
«speculators must come to his terms. The 
present difference between contract 
grade wheat in the cash market and the 
option is such a spread as to attract at- 
tention, and should the farmer stand 
his ground it will be expensive to some 
one. 

The September option at os is 
selling at a trifle over fic, Thursday's 
ciose being 774@77%%c, and has sold as 
low as 77¢. The cash market quotes No. 
2 red wheat (contract wheat) at 8c and 
above, Thursdays’ range being 85%c to 
Ste. In Chicago the same day Sept. op- 
tion closed at 80@80%c, while No. 2 red 
wheat soid at 824c to S3ic—a spread of 
Nie to 3c there to 7%c to 8c here. 

‘Tf the speculators are figuring on the 
Russian wheat in store here filing the 
contracts, the spread is not an unjust 
one, according to those who find fault 
with that wheat, but it is doubtful if 
there will be enough of that wheat to 
go around. Then the present condition 
of the Russian wheat is under investiga- 
tion, and the reports that it has been 
damaged by weevil and will not be able 
to make contract, will not down. 

Hard wheat is Keeping a ci0se second 
to No. 2 red in the cash market, despite 
grain dealers’ predictions that it would 
be cheaper. There is a good demand 
for hard wheat, especially the turkey 
hard. This special variety has been 
very scarce on the local market and 
this fact hus kept the price quotations 
on hard wheat lower than other. mar- 
kets. One miller recently needed ten 
cars of turkey wheat and after watch- 
ing the local markets for several days 
telephoned his order to Kansas City. 
He vould and did pay. willingly, 2 
cents more for the wheat he wanted 
than any wheat offered on the loca! 
market sold for. The demand is still 
snarp and when a car of high-class 
dark wheat does come into the market 
it is snapped up. 

But to return to the farmer bull. It 
is zeneraily known and understood that 
the world’s wheat supply this year is 
little larger than that of last. Its dis- 
tribution is, however, so different that 
America must furnish the big surplus 
io importing countries. Home millers 
and farmers grasp this situation and 
are taking advantage of it. There has 
been practically no accumulation as the 
result of the blz rush of new winter 
wrieat to market during the first seven 
weeks of the crop vear. Winter wheat 
miilers, however, have laid in cuonsiaer- 
avle new wheat, putting the weignt of 
it on the wheat speculator or 


on the home or foreign buyer of the 


ilour. 

‘ihe farmer's part Is in refusing to 
sell for low prices and by holding his 
high-grade wheat.

EXCLUSION HURTS TRADE 
New York Is Chiefly Concerned 
in Maintaining t riendsuip 
With Unina.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3%.—New York is 


‘more concerned-than any other city ‘nu 


the country in the Cnhi:ese boycott of 
American yoods, and the cutton mer- 
chants and manufacturers are thvse 
who are being hit the hardest. This «x- 
plains why a powerful group of treaa- 
urers of the big cotton mills has sud- 
denly arisen to demand of Congress a 
modification of the Chinese exclusion 
act. Their protest is also being voiced 
by the Mervhants’ Association of this 
city. 

The great danger involved in a Chl- 
nese boycott of American goods tis 
pointed out by the American Wool ana 
Cotton Reporter, the official organ of 
these greit lines of industry. American 
exports of cotton goods for 19 months, 
ending April 3, 1904, consisted of 207,- 
000,000 yards, worth about $12,000,400, kor 
the same length of time, ending with 
Aprit 30, 195, American exports of cot- 
ton goods were 548,000,000 yards, worth 
$32,000,000. 

There was thus, in one year, an in- 
crease of 150 per cent In the exports, 
and most of it was in uncolored cottons. 
In fact, in the uncolored end of the 
market taken alone, the increase has 
been 250 per cent. 

A further analysis of figures proves 
that the great bulk of the foreign de- 
mand camc from China. That country 
took from the United States in the 1 
months ending April 10, 194, only 63,- 
000,000 yards, worth $2,260,000. For the 
corresponding period, ending April 3, 
19%, China took 370,000,000 yards, worth 
$21,125,838. The increase in yardage was 
307,000,000. And as the total increase in 
American exports in cotton goods, to all 
countries, was 341,999,000 yards, it fol- 
lows that only 31,000,000 vards out of ihe 
whole increase went to courtries other 
than China. 


In other words, China’s purchases of 
American cotton goods Were increasing 
at the rate of nearly 600 per cent a 
year when the <Amercan customs 
authorities, by their harsh arplicat‘on 
of the exclusion act, produced fron 
Chinese officials the tureat of a boycott 
on American manufacturers. This was 
followed by a quick, loud outcry from 
American cotton goods m‘nuf’ ct: ret:

On the Missouri side, their con- 
tention is, the river is filling with sand and 
mud, and slowly but surely, they say, the 
intake tower is being stranded. ‘‘The day 
will come when the intake tower will be 
high and dry on the Mississippi bank—per- 
haps the center of a cornfield,’’ says Pilot 
Ed Schermeier of the packet Bald Eagle. 
Other pilots, eaptains and river men cor- 
roborate Schermeier’s prediction. 

And if the Mississippi does contemplate 
this astounding depredation, there seems 
no present way to prevent the stream from 
arrying out its intentions. The river is 
under charge of the United States Gov- 
ernment. . Work is being done up and 
down the stream by Government engineers, 
but Maj. Casey of the United States En- 
gineering Corps, who has charge of ;the 
river work in this section, says that even if 
the intake tower is in immediate danger, 
his department will be unable to do any- 
thing in the matter. This is because the 
last river and harbor bill specified that 


the appropriation for river improvements 
should be used in dredging instead of for 
dikes, fences, rip-raps or such other perma- 
nent improvements’ as would be necessary 
to keep the river within a channel already 
formed. 

If this thing comes to pass,’ it will per- 
haps be the most astounding—the most im- 
portant—of the many erratic doings of the 
Mississippi.

Other cities, including St. Louis, have a 
bad set of nerves. ‘Their electric railways 
Save but a single trolley system. The cur- 

ents pass out upon this, some part of them 
fe supposed to return to the power houses 
ver the ground circuit—the steel tracks. 
his is an inadequate provision for their re- 
iurn, for the ground circuit is not insulated 
and there is nothing to prevent the currents 
from engaging in the sport of hopping off 
the return conductor and roaming at large 
in the city, going on and on until they eith- 

return to the track they left or strike 
ime other track, and thus find their way 
the power house, or else not returning 
at all. 

This would be a harmless affliction for 
a city to have if it were not very costly. 
Electrolysis, as the experts term it, is cor- 


roding and destroying every vear in St.

Brownell, an 
expert enyaged to make an electrolytic sur- 
vey of the city, estimates that the damage 
to the city water mains alone exceeds $4000 


per annum.

as the courts. 

The plumber is naturally the discoverer of most 
of the ravages of electrolysis. One who h:s not known 
anything of the prevalence of the affection in St. 
Louis would be surprised to know what the plumb- 
ers find. The life of a gas or an iron pipe in the 
yround is scarcely ever less than fifty years, un- 
der normal condition. In fact, experts aver they 
should not be much affected in one huadred vears. 

But the pipes of St. Louis, if one may judge by 
what is found in the plumbing shops of St. Louis 
are not enjoving any such longevity. Almost any 
plumber can show you a pipe which has been taken 
out as unfit for service after from two to five vears.

There is in St. Louis a young lawyer who_ has 
made a specialty of taking the cases of people whose 
pipes had been destroved by eleec_rol\s's. He his sent 
to the street railway companies claims ranging from 
£10 to more than $100. The company would send 
someone to the scene of the trouble and test the 
voltage escaping from the tracks at that point. The 
almost invariable result was that the claim was 
paid without controversy. The pipes were corroded ; 
the plumber asserted that they were almost new 
pipes, having been in service but a few years; there 
ic no other known agency which could have been so 
quickly destructive—so the company paid and close: 
the incident. It not only did this once, but a great 
many fimes. and has been doing it quietly for sev- 
eral vears, 

The explanation given by electrical engineers is 
that it is cheaper for the street railway companies 
of St. Louis to pay individual claims for damage to 
pipes, when there are not too many of them and 
they are not too large, than it would be to put up a 
return trolley system to take care of and return to 
the power house the great quantities of electricity 
which are now escaping in every direction and prey 
ing upon every’ metallic thing in the city.

HAVE had no practical experience with 

the use of arsenious acid in \ellow fever, 

but from its use in cther lower formes 
of fever where great tissue change is appar- 
ent due to the alteration in form, arsenic. 
has been of great value, and | can see no 
reason why it is not worthy of a trial in. 
this present epidemic of yellow fever in New 
Orleans. I do not believe it a specific, how- 
ever, for thia dreaded disease, but in com- 
hination with other drugs whose opyects are 
thorough elimination, then I can readily un- 
derstand where arsenious acid could be used ~ 
to a decided advantage, and where total 
saturation of the system with arsenic 
taken immediately would in a measure pre- . 
vent the appearance of this disease because — 
of its tonic and astringent effect upon the 
intestinal canal and its rapid action in tis- 
sue change. 

In yellow fever one of the prominent 
symptoms which gives the physician his 
bearings is the jaundiced skin caused by the 
congestion and hyperennia of the liver. The 
kidneys are inactive and .sometimes the 
urine is suppressed, the skin dry and parched. 
Is it any wonder that the disease would 
prove fatal with such conditions surrounding 
a patient? I firmly believe. and base it on 
logical réasoning, that with thorough elimin- 
ation by skin, kidney and liver with support- 
ing tonic treatment by arsenic, quinine and 
strychnine, much can be done to lower the 
death rate providing the hygienic surround: 
ings and dietary system is thoroughly «r- 
ranged. From the medical standpoint ar- 
senious acid is woithy of a trial, and in small 
doses, providing the patient does not use 
water immediately after its use, little dan- 
ger surrounds the application of the drug. 
when too rapid absorption and too 
elimination does this remedy 
produce bad resuits. | have not treated 
yellow fever and am net an authority on 


the disease.

Since then I have kept in tiuch 
with the experiments made in that 
country line. The preventive has 
thoroughly tested and it will do the work. Resulte 
Leon so aceurstely determined that there ean 
be no yvestion about it. In all the tests in Ba il

set foot on.” It was set forth that such a statement 
from a Government official tended to injure the 
business of the Corwin H. Spencer, a rival boat in 
the excursion trade. Further, the petition stated 
that local inspectors had examined the Corwin H. 
Spencer and had declared that, contrary to the 
“wrongfnl utterances” of Inspector Uhler, the Corwin 
H. Spencer itself conformed “exactly and identically” 
with the statutes governing the steamer inspection 
service. Therefore, the petitioners elaimed, Uhler’s 
statement was “necessarily untrue.” 

Following this aggressive move on the part of the 
Corwin H. Spencer, Capt. William Thorwegan of 
the City of Providence returned by filing charges 
against Capt. Harry Brolaski of the Spencer before 
the local Steamboat Inspector, Abraham Gordon, at-
